Yeager was sitting in the last seat 
of one of the trains with his back to 
the engine, he said, when suddenly 
he felt a severe jolt and was thrown 
into the aisle. 
“Suddenly,” he said, “ about a 
dozen people fell on top of me and 
I must have passed out.”
